FRESH WATER CLAMS

A clam never talks in the first 


place, but'it does shut up. It has 
muscles which can pull the two 
parts of its shell together and hold 
them tightly.

Clams are found both in the sea 


and in fresh water. Those widen 
live in rivers and lakes often are 
called 
"fresh water mussels" or 
"river mussels." 


Fresh •water clams, like their 


relatives of the sea, have feet, and 
can use them for walking. Each 
clam has one foot. "Path the shell 
partly opened, the clam stretches 
out its foot The end is pressed on 
the^and or mud at the bottom, and 
then muscles work to pull the 
clam's body toward the end of the 
foot. That is how a clam walks. 


A clam, however, does little 


walking. With the help of its foot, 
it makes a shallow hole in the sand, 
and partly buries itself. Then it lies 
still, waiting for food. It draws in 
water, and strains tiny bits of food 
from it. 


For a time, the bits of food rest 


on the clam's gills. Then they pass 
into the little animal's mouth. 


Yes, a clam has a mouth, or at 


least an opening which sends ths 
food through a tube to the stomach. 
It also has intestines and a heart. 
There are a f ew nerves in the body. 
but they are not combined in any 
place to make what we might call 
a true brain. To some extent, a clam 
can feel, but it hasn't much sense of 
anything else. It lives in a clam's 
world, which in general is a very 
slow place.

when it may travel far and wide. 
After hatching from the egg, a clam 
larva either dies or finds a resting 
place on some other animal of the, 
water.
